Clinton s surprise visit spurs the release of two Americans 


SEOUL I North Korean leader Kim Jong 
II issued a “special pardon” freeing two 
jailed American journalists after talks 
with former president Bill Clinton, North 
Korea’s official news agency announced 
Wednesday. 

Clinton, who arrived in North Korea 
Tuesday on an unannounced visit, met 
with the reclusive and ailing Kim for talks 
described by Pyongyang as “exhaustive.” 

It was Kim’s first meeting with a prom- 
inent Western figure since his reported 
stroke nearly a year ago.

The release of Laura Ling and Euna Lee, 
who were arrested March 17 near the Chi- 
na-North Korea border, was a sign of North 
Korea’s “humanitarian and peace-loving 
policy,” the Korean Central News Agency 


reported. State media said Clinton apolo- 
gized on behalf of the women and relayed 
President Obama’s gratitude. 

While the White House emphasized 
the private nature of Clinton’s trip, his 
landmark visit to Pyongyang to free the 
Americans was a coup that came at a time 
of heightened tensions over North Korea’s 
nuclear program. 

The meeting also appeared aimed at 
dispelling persistent questions about the 
health of the authoritarian North Korean 
leader, who was said to be suffering from 
chronic diabetes and heart disease before

the Senate to go along with the 
House in adding $2 billion to the 
program’s original $1 billion.

LOUISVILLE, KY. I Flash flooding 
swamped Louisville with torrents 
of water Tuesday that shut down 
universities, submerged part of the 
Churchill Downs track and strand- 
ed motorists as a strong thunder- 
storm landed atop the Kentucky 
city and refused to budge. 

National Guard flood rescue 
teams were dispatched to Louis- 
ville after the morning rush hour 
turned into a soggy adventure as 
parts of the city were inundated 
with up to a half-foot of rainfall 
within a couple hours. Floodwater 
gushed over guardrails on north- 
bound Interstate 65, causing a 
massive traffic jam.

Three tourists eyed 
as spies after illegally 
erossing Iraq border 

TEHRAN, IRAN | Iran has arrest- 
ed three Americans who strayed 
across the border from Iraq on 
allegations they illegally entered 
the country, and a lawmaker said 
Tuesday that authorities are decid- 
ing whether they will be accused 
of spying. 

Officials in northern Iraq’s Kurd- 
ish region said Sunday that the three 
— Shane Bauer, Sarah Shourd and 
Joshua Fattal — were tourists who 
inadvertently crossed into Iran on 
July 31 while hiking in the region. 
Friends and family say the three 
were adventurous travelers who acci- 
dentally stumbled into the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

Their arrest and Iran’s accusa- 
tions could spark a new standoff 


with the United States at a time 
when Iran is already mired in its 
worst political crisis in decades over 


the disputed June 12 presidential 
election. Earlier this year, the two 
countries faced off over American- 


Iranian journalist Roxana Saberi, 
who was held for more than three 
months and accused of spying. 
Lawmaker Mohammad Karim 
Abedi, who heads the Iranian 
parliament’s National Security 
Committee, said on state-run 
Arabic television Al-Alam that he 
believed the three came as spies 
but authorities are still deciding 
whether there is proof to bring 
legal action against them, 

“Surely, we can say that they 
came as spies,” he said, “The con- 
cerned authorities will decide 
whether they were spies or not. If 
it is proven that they were spies, the 
necessary legal procedures will be 
sought against them,” 

The U,S, State Department’s 
deputy spokesman, Robert A, 
Wood, dismissed the insinuations 
of espionage, “I don’t think these 
reports are credible at all,” he said,

ethnic group that provides most of 
the support for the insurgents. He 
told a crowd of several thousands 
in Gardez, the capital of Paktia 


province, that Western forces must 
release suspected Taliban support- 
ers and fighters held without charge 
for months and even years. 

The U.S. military holds about 
600 prisoners at a detention cen- 
ter at Bagram Air Base outside 
Kabul as “unlawful enemy com- 
batants” denied the right to legal 
representation. Their status is a 
growing source of tension between 
the U.S. and Karzai, who has been 
increasingly criticizing American 
forces for the detentions, along 
with raids on homes and airstrikes 
that kill civilians. 

“The Afghan people are happy 
because you have paved roads, 
built schools, and the salaries of the 
government are paid by the inter- 
national community and United 
States,” he said. “But we want all our 
prisoners to be released. We need 
dignity in our houses and dignity

Police: Group linked 
to al-Qaeda planned 
to assault barraeks 

MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA I Ahand- 
ful of extremists with ties to an 
al- Qaeda-linked group in Soma- 
lia planned to storm one of Aus- 
tralia’s largest military bases and 
launch a fight to the death with 
troops, police said Tuesday.

Police allege the cell’s plan was 
to send a team of gunmen with 
automatic rifles on a suicide attack 
against Holsworthy Barracks, an 
army base on the outskirts of Syd- 
ney that houses commandos trained 
in counterterrorism, a Black Hawk 
helicopter squadron and thousands 
of regular troops. 

“Potentially, this would have 
been the most serious terrorist 
attack on Australian soil,” acting 
Australian Federal Police chief

trast represents human and my 
contradictions. I always call myself 
an emotionalist.

That’s my emotional context, so 
the sonic contrast of [the record] 
fit. The heavy bottom — the drum 
sounds are so meaty — anchors it, 
and the guitar textures accentu- 
ate the story.

The classic story of 
Alice’s wild adventure 
gets the Tim Burton 
treatment next year 

RABBIT HOLE I When Tim Bur- 
ton, one of Hollywood’s most dis- 
tinctive directors, came to Comic- 
Con International last week with 
never-before-seen footage from 
his upcoming adaptation of “Alice 
in Wonderland” (set for a March 
2010 release), the audience at the 
San Diego convention center went 
wild at the sight of Alice, the Mad 
Hatter, the Cheshire Cat and other 
beloved characters from Lewis Car- 
roll’s surreal storybook classic. 

The rapturous applause, how- 
ever, did little to assuage Burton’s 
anxiety. “If you saw how much was 
missing,” Burton later said with a 
laugh, “you’d be nervous, too.” 


Penned by screenwriter Linda 
Woolverton, Burton’s “Alice” sees 
the curious blonde (19-y^ar-old 
Australian actress Mia Wasikows- 
ka) tumble down the rabbit hole 
into a world populated by an array 
of human and animal oddities. One 
of them, the outrageous-looking, 
orange-haired Mad Hatter, played 
by Burton’s longtime collaborator 
Johnny Depp, accompanies her 
on much of her journey across 
the strange land. (Depp turned 
in a surprise guest appearance at 
Comic- Con, which only stoked 
the level of excitement surround- 
ing the film.) 

In assembling a story that bor- 
rows from all of Carroll’s “Alice” 
material — he said the script cap- 
tured “a lot of the vibe” from the 
famous nonsensical poem “Jab- 
berwocky,” which contains whol- 
ly fabricated words and a loosely

ANIMALS I For most tourists, vis- 
iting Los Angeles includes Hol- 
lywood with a side trip to Rodeo 
Drive. Getting around means deal- 
ing with traffic and freeways 

But in historic Griffith Park, 
known for the famous Holl 5 rwood 
sign that overlooks the city, you 
can hop on a horse for a sunset 
ride and leave the clogged streets 
and smog behind. The excursion 
includes a panoramic view of the 
San Fernando Valley and dinner 
at a Mexican restaurant with your 
horse hitched to a nearby post. 

“It’s like being out in the coun- 
try in the city,” Griffith Park Horse 
Rentals owner Julie Schad said. 
“It’s a change of pace. A lot of peo- 
ple come from out of town, and 
they want something different. 
It’s a popular ride.” 

The horseback tour, led by a 
guide, starts with a 90 -minute 
ride up one of the hills in Griffith 
Park, where you’ll also find hiking 
trails and Griffith Observatory, 
which houses science exhibits and 
a planetarium. The observatory 
has been the setting for numer- 
ous movies, including the James 
Dean classic “Rebel Without a 
Cause,” and a bust of the actor 
welcomes visitors. 

The horses pause atop a peak

for a romantic view of the sun- 
set over the valley. Couples have 
jumped off their horses here and 
proposed marriage looking out at 


the picturesque landscape — some- 
thing Schad and her staff some- 
times conspire to set up. 

The ride stops along another 
trail at Viva Fresh Mexican Res- 
taurant, where you can tie your 
horse up at a hitching post and 
enjoy dinner and a margarita. 

Miguel Alcantar, 26, took his 
wife on a ride on Valentine’s Day 
earlier this year. 

“We left the kids at home with 
Grandma, and we enjoyed some 
beers at Viva. The ambiance was 


really nice,” Alcantar said. 

The Griffith Park stable also 
offers daily horse rentals by the 
hour, but the sunset dinner ride 
is an old tradition. A version of 
it has been around for nearly 50 
years, something Schad continued 
when she bought the rental loca- 
tion six years ago. 

“It was important to keep it 
going,” Schad said. “People love 
it, and you can tell how relaxed 
they are when they return.”

Get Schooled a la Julia 


Tips and classes can 
help anyone master 
the art of French food 

Foodies hungering for a culinary 
blockbuster such as “Ratatouille” 
or “Big Night” can feast Friday, as 
“Julie & Julia” hits theaters. The 
flick is based on two true stories: 
Julia Child’s “My Life in France”; 
and Julie Powell’s “Julie & Julia,” 
distilled from Powell’s blog about 
her quest to conquer all 536 reci- 
pes in Child’s “Mastering the Art of 
French Cooking” in 365 days. 


Both stories are delicious, but, 
as Powell learned, French cooking 
can be a recipe for frustration. To 
modern foodies. Child’s prep meth- 
ods seem time-consuming (mul- 
tiple days of work for one dish!) 
and her recipes full of obscure 
ingredients (good luck finding 
marrowbones at Giant). 

But don’t shelve your “French 
Chef’ DVDs yet. Child, who died 
at 91 in 2004, still rocks as a role 
model for cooks, says Ian Doug- 
lass, a chef who teaches Child- 
inspired French cooking classes at 
Cookology at Dulles Town Center 


(Cookologyonline.com; six-week 
series begins Aug. 19; $285). “If 
you can make your way through 
her books, you’ll never be intimi- 
dated again,” Douglass says. 

While “you can’t fault” Child’s 
techniques, Douglass says, there 
are ways to make the original celeb 
chef s recipes more manageable. In 
a recent seafood class, his students 
saved time fixing tuna Proven- 
cale by skipping Child’s dictate 
to marinate fish in lemon and oil 
for two hours before baking it; a 
quick soak worked just as well. 
And Douglass isn’t afraid to sub 


prepackaged ingredients (canned 
beans instead of dry; bottled lemon 
juice instead of fresh) in a pinch. 
Rather than preparing homemade 
chicken stock, as Child does, buy 
it. “There’s nothing wrong with 
Swanson,” Douglass says. 

New Yorker Powell (whose new 
book, “Cleaving,” is out in Decem- 
ber) advises home chefs to crack 
open “Mastering the Art of French 
Cooking,” but to start with basics 
such as potato-leek soup, or Potage 
Parmentier. “It’s simple,” Powell 
says. “Put potatoes and leeks in 
water and simmer until soft. Stir in

butter, and you’ve got dinner. It’s as 
French as it gets.” Sometimes the 
easiest dishes are the most satisfy- 
ing to share with guests, anyway, 
Powell says. Another Child basic 
Powell recommends: Clafouti, or 
French flan. “It turns out a deli- 
cious fruit-topped dessert every 
time,” she says. 

Michelle Garbee-Poteaux, pas- 
try chef at Alexandria’s Bastille 
(1201 N. Royal St.; 703-519-3776), 
tells newbies not to be intimidated 
by the language barrier of French 
cuisine. “Most people don’t use the 
terms 'beurre noisette’ or 'bear- 
naise.’ They just say, ‘brown-but- 
ter sauce.’ Well, that’s what beurre 
noisette is,” Garbee-Poteaux says. 
Pair the tres simple sauce with veg- 
gies to add “ooh, la, la!” to a meal. 

And, remember: Humor and 
fearlessness at the stove go far. 
Child once accidentally flipped a 
pancake from pan to table, then 
scooped it up and continued cook- 
ing as the TV cameras rolled. 

“Julia wasn’t afraid,” says Ster- 
ling’s Jenn Reece, 31, who is taking 
the Cookology series. “She went to 
Le Cordon Bleu, which was filled 
with men, and just did it. She exud- 
ed so much energy and indepen- 
dence.”
